.The impeachment and conviction of Governor Walton of 


Oklahoma was the only possible result of his official acts. He 
had turned criminals loose by wholesale on the petition of his 
political friends, who made large fees out of their activities; 
he had put his personal employees on the public payroll; he 
had set aside the right of habeas corpus in violation of the corn 
situation and in defiance of the rights of the people. But more 
than that, he had establishe4 martial law throughout the state 
when there was no sufficient reason—a reflection upon the 
citizenship of the state.- 


Undoubtedly there had been some lawlessness. In a few in- 


stances the acts of lawnessness may have been directed against 
innocent people. If so, Oklahoma is not an isolated case. There 
is more violence against innocent people in New York City in 
one day thant here ever was in Oklahoma in a year. Yet New 
York does not have martial law. 


By proclaiming, martial law, Governor Walton practically 


declared that such a large number of persons in his state wfcre 
outlaws that they could not be controlled by the ordinary civil 
officers of the state. When he* proclaimed martial law and 
called out the militia he found no lawless persons to arrest. 
His procedure was such a gross insult to the people of the state 
and such an injury to its good standing in the Union, that there 
could be no other course pursued than the bringing of the im- 
peachment charges. He was found guilty on eleven charges, 
any one of which was sufficiently grave to justify his removal 
from office. 


There is one important feature in the matter—there was no 


partisan politics involved. Both the governor and the majority 
in both house and senate were democrats. Failure to impeach 
the governor would undoubtedly have resulted in a 'great re- 
publican victory in Ihe next- election—and the record of the 
party in power may-so result even yet. Voters can scarciiy be 
expected to maintain loyalty to an organization that put such a 
man as Walton in the chief executive's office and' removed 
him only when his corrupt and tyrannical acts became a na- 
tional scandal.

Preventing War 


.Says a representative of the Women's International League 


~for Peace and Freedom: 


"The women of this country can prevent another war if 


they will decide what it is they want to do and then stick to 
their chosen program:" 


That is quite possible. Women are more opposed to war 


than men. Women have political power. But so far, they have 
not made much characteristic use of their power, because they 
have not organized their feminine instincts and viewpoints for 
practical purposes. 


Political action, like military action requires, requires or- 


ganization and definite plans and objectives. A well trained 
army under capable command, can march through an unor- 
ganized population of any size, and work its will. If American 
women are to form a militant organization for peace, adopt- 
ing a definite plan of operation and backing it with their whole 
power, they could have their way in this country. Their peace 
policy could be made the American peace policy. And if this 
nation were united on a peace policy, it could probably induce 
Europe to accept that policy. 


Men so far have talked much and accomplished little toward 


this end, because they have disagreed. 
Let the women go 


ahead, by all means, and see whether they can agree any bet- 
ter than the men have done. 
'' " . 


Evils of One-iyian Rule 


The Atlanta Constitution, an ardent Wilson admirer, re- 


marks that Mr. Wilson "was instructed in drawing up the 
main articles of the treaty and later formulated the covenant 
of .the League of Nations." That is unquestionably true, and 
it is also true'that the treaiy is now the great stumbling block 
to the restoration of peace in Europe. 


It would have been possible to draft a treaty that would 


have paved the way for actual peace. But such an accomplish- 
ment was a task for men of affairs, men who are familiar with 
diplomatic problems and who have a practical turn of mind 
instead of an overwhelming idealism, supported by a-n insati- 
able vanity. 


If, instead of going to Europe himself, President Wilson had 


sent a commission composed of such men as Underwood, 
Hitchcock and Alton B. Parker, on the democratic side, and 
men like Knox, Lodge and Root on the republican side, the 
united efforts of such men could and would have produced a 
workable treaty which public opinion throughout the world 
would have upheld and which the nations bound thereby 
would have tried to observe. 


The whole trouble is that Wilson was obsessed by the idea 


that he alone possessed the wisdom to draft a treaty.

The children in Colonial days were 


taught very differently from the chil- 
dren of today. 
The teaching of 
the 


children of the Southern planters and 
the children of the Puritans of 
the 


North differed also. 
The children in 


the North went to a school. In Mas- 
sachusetts a law was passed that 
every town of fifty families was com- 
pelled to have a school for boys. The 
girls were not mentioned.. .The chil- 
dren of the Southern 
planters were 


taught by tutors, as most of the 
families lived many miles away from 
each other. The girls as well as the 
boys were educated in the South. 


The children started-to school very 


young, often at three years. It was. 
not uncommon for boys to enter col- 
lege at fourteen. 
This -••ccounts for 


the free use of corporal punishment 
then used in colleges. 


The children went to school 
every 


(lay in the week except Sundays. Thcy 
were taught spelling, reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 
In more 
advanced 


school work they 
took Latin 
and 


Greek. 
But 
most 
of the common 


schools in New England were taught 
by incompetent teachers 
who some- 


times had such other duties as sexton, 
grave-digger, leader in singing in 
church and clerk. 
While most of the 


tutors of the Southern children were 
coF?ge graduates. 


Vhe first school the children went to 


•vras kept by a woman. These schools 
were called 
"Dame 
schools.' 
The 


school hours were long. 
Sometimes 


school started at seven o'clock in sum- 
mer 
and eight o'clock in winter. 


School opened with prayer, then the 
children did their lessons. They had 
from eleven to one for their noon re- 
cess. 
Then they 
went 
until four, 


when school was closed with prayer. 
On Wednesdays and Saturdays they 
studied their catechism or prayers as 
It happened to be. 


The children wrote with little pieces 


o£ lead on a slate. Their copy books 
were made of foolscap paper screwed 
into Tjook form. 
Some of the thrifty 


Scotch-Irish settlers in New Hamp- 
shire made their children^use 
birch 


bark. 


"Spare the rod and spoil the child" 


; was believed by 
every 
parent 
and 


teacher. 
Some of the punishments 


administered to disobedient childre.n in 
the Dame schools "were quite amusing. 
For lying, hot mustard was put on the 
child's tongue. 
For whispering 
the 


child was gagged with a small wood- 
en board. 
The "dunch" was made to 


3tand on a tall "dunch stool." If a 
child stole anything his fingers were 
burned with coals. The good and in- 
dustrious child had a colored bow tied 
to his schoulder, while the naughtiest 
child, had a black bow tied to his 
shoulder and consequently received a 
[whipping when he arrived home. 


j 
Sunday must have been a gloomy, 


'sorrowful day to the Colonial children. 
They were not allowed to make snow- 
balls or play on the way to church or 
slide on Sundays. 
The children were 


separated from their parents and the 
boys from the girls; each going into a 


r differo-nt pew. If any one was unruly 
I.iO.was smartly rapped on the head; 
or if anyone was 
sleepy .he 
was 


tickled with a box tail by the "tithing 
man. ' The families ate their dinner 


i in'small houses 
near 
the 
church. 


' After more services in the afternoon 


j they went home at five.
